(b) Who, having a spouse living, has entered into or contracted a marriage with any person, shall be eligible for appointment to the 
said post : 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied that such marriage is permissible under the personal law applicable to such 
person and the othei party to the marriage and there are other grounds for so doing, exempt any person from the operation ot this rule. 


5. Power to relax, — ■Wnire the Central Government is of the opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it may, by order for 
reasons to be recorded in writing, and in consultation with the Union Public Service Commission, relax any of the provisions of these 
rules with respect to any class or category of persons. 


6. Saving.— Nothing in these rules shall affect reservations and other concessions required to be provided for the Scheduled 
Castes, Scheduled Tribes and other special categories of persons in accordance with the orders issued by the Central Government from 
time to time in this regard.

G.S.R, 1142. — In exercise of the powers conferred by the proviso to article 309 of the Constitution, the President hereby makes the 
following rules regulating the method of recruitment to the Class III and Class IV posts in the Office of the Director of Census Opera- 
tions and ex-officio Superintendent of Census Operations, Uttar Pradesh namely ; — 

2. Short title and commencement. — (1) These rules may be called the Office of the Director of Census Operations and ex-Offieio 
Superintendent of Census Operations, Uttar Pradesh (Class III and Class IV posts) Recruitment Rules, 1974 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication In the Official Gazette. 

2. Application. — These rules shall apply to the posts specified in column I of the Schedule annexed hereto. 

3. Number of posts, classification and scale of pay. — The number of the said posts, their classification and the scales of pay attached 
thereto, shall be as specified in columns 2 to 4 of the said Schedule. 

4. Method of Recruitment, age limit and other qualifications etc. — The methods of recruitment, age limit. Qualifications and other 
matters relating to the said posts, shall be as specified in columns 5 to 13 of the Schedule aforesaid. 

5. Disqualifications. — No person, — 

(a) who has entered into, or contracted, a marriage with a person having a spouse living, or 

(b) who, having a spouse living, has entered into, or contracted a marriage with any person, 
shall be eligible for appointment to any of the said posts ; 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied that such marriage is permissible under the personal law applicable to such 
person and the other party to the marriage and there are other grounds for so doing, exempt any person from the operation of this rule. 

6. Saving. — Nothing in these rules shall affect reservations and other concessions requirdc to be provided for the members of the 
Scheduled Casts, the Scheduled Tribes and other special categories of persons in accordance with the orders issued by the Central Govern- 
ment from time to time in this regard, 

7. Power to relax. — Where the Central Government is of opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it may, by order, for 
reasons to be recorded in writing, relax any of the provisions of these rules with respect to any class or category of persons or posts.

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the Official Gazette. 

2, Application, — These rules shall apply to the posts specified in column 1 of the Schedule annexed hereto. 

3, Number of posts, classification and scale of pay. — The number of the said posts, their classification and the scales of pay attached 
thereto, shall bo as specified in columns 2 to 4 of the said Schedule. 

4, Method cf Recruitment, a?e limit and other qualifications etc. — The methods of recruitment, age limit, qualifications and other 
m 'hors relating to the said posts, shall be as specified in columns 5 to 13 of the Schedule aforesaid. 

5. Disqualifications.— No person, — 

(a) who has entered into, or contracted, a marriage with a person having a spouse living, oi 

(b) who, having a spouse living, has entered into, oi contracted a marriage with any person, 
shall be eligible for appointment to any of the said posts ; 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied that such marriage is permissible under the personal law applicable to such 
person and the other party to the man iagc and thorc are other grounds for so doing, exempt any person from the operation of this rule. 

6. Saving.- -Nothing in these rules shall affect reservations and other concessions requned to be provided for the members of the 
Scheduled Castes, the Scheduled Tribes and other special categories of persons in accordance with the ordeis issued by the Central 
Government from time to time in this regard. 

7. Power to relax. — Where the Central Government is of opinion that it is necessary cr expedient so to do, it may, by order, for 
reasons to be recorded in writing, relax any of the provisions of these rules with respect to any class or category of persons or posts.

Rules, 1957, were published 
as required by sub-section (1) of section 38 of the industrial 
Disputes Act, 1947 (14 of 19471, at pages 446 to 447 of the 
Gazette of India Part If, Section 3 Sub-section (i), dated 
the 23rd February, 1974 under the notification of the Gov- 
ernment of India in the Ministiy of Labour No. G.S.R, 221, 
dated the 14th February, 1974. inviting obieclions and .sug- 
gestions from all persons likely lo be affected theieby for a 
period of forlv-fhc days from (he date of publication of the 
said notification in the Gazette. 

And whereas the said Gazette was made available to the 
public on the 19th March, 1974; 

And whereas no objections and suggestions have been 
received from the public on the said draft; 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by 
section 38 of the said Acl, the Gentral Government hereby 
makes the following rules further to amend the Industrial 
Disputes (Central! Rules, 19J7, namely; — 

1. These rules may be called the Industrial Disputes 

(Cential) Amendment Rules, 1974. 

2, In the Industrial Disputes (Central! Rules, 1957. — 

(i) in rule 10B, — 

(a! in the proviso to sub-nilc (11, after clause (d), 
(he following clause shall be inserted namely: — 

"(el allow at any stage of the proceedings amend 
ments to such statement to the extent as may 
he necessary for the purpose of determining 
the real issues included in the order of re- 
ference.”; 

(bl in the second pioviso to sub-rule (21, aftei 
clause (d), the following clause shall be inserted, 
namely.- — 

"(e) allow at any stage of lhr proceedings amend- 
ments to such rejoinder to the extent as may 
be necessary foi the purpose of determining 
the real issues included ir the order of re- 
fei cnee,”; 

fiil for rule 18, the following uilc shall be substituted, 
namely : — 
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“IS — Sc i vice of Summons for Notice— Subject to 
the piovisions contained in iuls 20, any notice, 
summons, process or order issued by a Board, 
Comt, Labour Court, Tribunal, National Tri- 
bunal or an arbitrator empowered to issue such 
notice, summons, process or order, may be 
solved either personally or by icgistcied post 
urJ m the event of lcfusal by the paity con- 
cerned to accept the said notice, summons, 
piocess or order, the same shall be sent again 
under certificate of posting.”; 

tiii) tor i ule 28, the following i ulc shall be substituted, 
namely ; — 

‘28 Correction of errors — A Boaid, Court, Labour 
( ouit. Tribunal, National Tribunal or urbitra- 
lot may at any time correct any clerical mis- 
take or ciror arising from an accidental slip 
Ot omission m any proceedings, report, award 
or decision either of its or his own motion 
oi on the application of any of the parties."; 

(iv) for uile 53, the following rule shall be substituted, 
namely — 


53. Vacancies. — in the event of workmen’s repre- 
sentative ceasing to be a member under sub- 
rule (3) oi rule 52 or ceasiDg to be employed 
in the establishment or in the event of his 
ceasing to represent the trade or vocation he 
was representing, or resignation or death his 
successor shall be elected in accordance with 
the provisions of this Part from the same cate- 
gory, group, class, section, shop or department 
to which the member vacating the senL belong- 
ed.”; 

!v) in Form ‘C’ for the brackets and woids “(here 
specify the period agteed upon by the parties)”, 
Ihe following shall be substituted, namely ; — 

“theie specify the period agreed upon by the parties) 
from the date of publication of this agreement 
m the Official Gazette by the appropriate Gov- 
ei nment”.
